FRENCH STEAMER FOUNDERS 


Ninety-three Persons Lose Their Lives 
in Collision. 


Gibraltar, 
Aug.

French 
steamer Fin ir foundered 
five miles 
east of Tarifa, Spain, in the Straits of 
Gibraltar. 
Ninety-three i*»r«on* were 
drowned. 
The ship sailed from her« 
for a Moroccan port 
In a dense fog it collided with the 
British steamer Silverton. from New­ 
port, Fng , for Taranto. Italy. 
The Silverton later put In here with 
its starboard bow stove in and the 
forepeak full of water. 
The Em ir floated only a few minutes 
after the collision.

London, Aug 10.— Jam eson Ix*e Fin ­ 
ney, the Am erican actor, perished in a 
fire which destroyed a portion of the 
Carlton hotel, where he was a guest 
The body was found in the bath­ 
room adjoining Mr. Finney’s room on 
the fifth floor of the annex.

was so badly charred that the features 
were unrecognizable. 
Apparently Mr. 
Finney had gone into th«> bathroom 
before dressing and was asphyxiated. 
A large number of American gu«*sts 
escaped from the hotel, but lost th«*ir 
baggage. 
The Carltou is one of London’s most 
fashionable reports and many Am eri­ 
cans are among its gu«-sts. 
O f th*1 200 
persons stop pp ing at the hotel when 
tue tire broke out many were from the 
United States and while all had nar­ 
row escapes none ex«-ept Finney suf­ 
fered any injury. 
The fir«* burned for two and a half 
hours, but was confined mainly to that 
end of th** hot«*l adjoining His Majes­ 
ty’s theater un«i the fifth and sixth 
fl«»ors, which were gutted. Part of th<* 
roof also was destroyed. Damage from 
water is greater than that done by th«* 
fire. 
The alarm was sounded while most

“ It is w ritte n on a small piece of 
lim estone,” says the Jo urn al of the 
A m erican Medical Association, “about 
3% by 3 inches in its present so m ew hat 
injured condition, carefully sm oothed 
fur the purpose, form ing w ha t is called 
an ‘ostracon.’ 
“T he w ritin g w as done w ith a brush 
an d som e sort of black ink or paint, 
for pens did not come into use In E gypt 
until the ltom an time.

Egyptian Ostracon Bears a Gore 


For Hysteria. 


PAINTED ON POLISHED STONE. 


Calls For Fumigation W ith Powdered

T h e oldest medical prescription in 
America, so fa r as any one knows, 
has been found iii the Metrojiolitan Mu 
scum of A rt, New York. 
It is a t least 
3,500 years old and is listed in the m u ­ 
seum as “ Accession No. OKS.” 
“ It is w ritten on a sm all piece of 
lim estone,” says th e Jou rnal of the 
A m erican Medical Association, “about 
3% by 3 inches in its present som ew hat 
in jured condition, carefully sm oothed 
for th e purpose, form ing w h a t is called 
an ‘ostracon.’ 
“T h e w riting w as done w ith a brush 
and som e sort of black ink or paint, 
for pens did not come into use in Egypt 
until the Rom an time. 
T h e su bstan ce 
employed w as well ad apted fur its p u r­ 
pose, for tile w riting Is still quite plain, 
except ne ar the edges of the stone, 
w here fragm entation has occurred. 
“T h e inscription is in th e old cursive 
hieratic w riting, so m ew h at sim ilar to 
th a t of the old E bers papyrus, which 
dates from about I GOO B. C. 
It is 
w ritten on Ixitli sides of the stone w ith 
w h at 
Egyptologists 
would 
probably 
call typical E g yptian neglect of such 
details, from above dow n on th e longer 
m easurem ent of the stone on one side, 
but across on the other side, as some 
ladies of the present day, afte r having 
w ritten dow n one sheet of letter p a­ 
per, tu rn it over and w rite crossw ise! 
on th e back of it.

w hence this specimen comes. 
It w as 
noticed in the m useum som e .w ars 
ago by Max Mueller, w ho recognized 
its medical ch ara cte r and tran slated 
the inscription, though ra th e r u n satis­ 
factorily.

to find the place of its origin, but tin* 
specimen had come w ith a n u m b er of 
o ther an tiq u e finds of m any 
kinds 
gathered 
from 
various 
portions 
o f, 
Egypt, and its ex act provenience, to 
use tilt* archaeologic term , could not tie 
determ ined. 
“T he prescription as w ritten seem s ( 
to be a copy, because portions th a t In 
the ordinary medical w ritin gs of the 
tim e are abb rev iated are here w ritten 
out completely, ju s t as copies of p re ­ 
scriptions w ritten out by dru gg ists to- | 
day have th e abbreviations enlarged. 
“T h e ingredients called for in the 
prescription 
are

precious 
stones. 
Tiles** w ere to be ground up, 
to be used for fum igation. 
Professor 
von Oefele. an a u th o rity on ancient 
E gyptian medicine, suspects th e case 
was one of hysteria, though there is 
no indication of this on th e prescrip­ 
tion Itself. 
“ GI roil fiji precious stones w ere l a v n r- ' 


ito rem edies fur hysterical m a n ife sta ­ 
tions.

m odest stone would do 
For th e poor 
m alachite, which w as ra th e r common. 
sufficed. 
Tin* rem edies w hich cure th e 
nervous affections of o rdinary people 
seem never to have been capable of 
producing Hie sam e effect on the n eu ­ 
rotic sym ptom s of th e wealths*, for 
w hom som ething q uite different and, 
above all. much 
more costly Is re­ 
quired. 
•‘F u rth e r stu dy of the specimen will 
doubtless bring out m ore Interesting 
details w ith regard to the medicine of 
the time.”

The articles which the Minneapolis 
Jou rnal is devoting to the civil war 
and the pictu res accompanying the 
same bring u p many old memories of 
that war and none was so interest­ 
ing to Brainerd people as the issu e of 
Ju ne 4 which gave a large photo of 
Gen. Morrel and Gen. McClellan and 
their stall's with Lieu tenant Isaac 
Seymou r, formerly of Brainerd, in 
the foregrou nd. 
The pictu re was tak en in the fa 11 
of 1861 when Gen. McClellan was at 
the headqu arters of General George 
\\\ Morrell, commanding a brigade 
in Fitz John Porter’s division. Gen. 
Morrell was then stationed on the de­ 
fense of Washington at Miner’s Hill 
in Virginia and Gen. McClellan was 
engaged in transforming the raw re­ 
cru its in the camps near the national 
capital into the finished soldiers of 
the Army of the Potomac. 
“ Little 
Mac," as they called him, was at that 
time at the height of his popu larity. 
Reading from left to right in the 
photo are shown Lieu tenant 
Wil­ 
liams and Major Waters of Gen. Mor­ 


r e l l ' s staff and Brigadier 
General 
George W. Morrell; Lieu tenant Col­ 
onel Colu bu rn and Lieu tenant Col­ 
onel Sweitzer 
of Gen. 
McClellan’s 
staff and Gen. McClellan; Prince de 
Joinville, Cou nt de Paris, of Gen Mc­ 
Clellan's staff and Lieu tenant Sey­ 
mou r, of Gen. Morrell’s staff. 
Lieu tenant Seymou r, after the war, 
was tiie storek eeper of 
the 
Nor­ 
thern Pacific shops and well k nown 
in Brainerd. 
All his friends and as­ 
sociates called him simply “ Ik e.” He 
was related, it is said, to T. F. Oak es, 
at one time a most prominent official 
of the Northern Pacific railway.
